To conclude all, let us know that it ts the want of the fear of 
God, and a due regard to his Commandements, the not refleQ- 
ing on our duty and dignity : the not minding our account, that 
is the cauſe of all the diforder in the World. | 

This is that which makes Magiſtrates pervert judgment, and 
prefer their own private advantage before the publique vvelfare. 
Miniſters ſo extravagant and regardleſs of their Duty and Deco 
r47 in their habitand language, and publick cooverſe. Lavvyers, 
both Counſellors and Solheitors, prey upon the paſſions and fim-. 
plicity of their Clients, and ſo render the Lavv, vvhich is good 
and neceſſary, and without which there can be no comfortable 
living, yet a burthenrather than an advantage. For ſo we ſee it 
comes to paſs that the remedy uſually proves worſe than thegdi- 
ſeaſe. And wefind by dayly experience thatif the matter be not 
of extraordinary value, it were-better for mens both quiet and 
profit, to ſet down looſers, and never try forit ; For uſually in 
the iſſue, the Lawyers Purſe proves as the Butlers Box, that is 
fure to gain, andthe indiſcreet litigants fare as the Sheep that go 
to a Bramble for ſuccour, leave a part of his fleece behind him. 

The want of theſe refleftions makes many Traders in the 
world uſe all manner of deceits, and to learn from the Devil to 
make their bargains; as he would have done with our Saviour »
